O N the 29th September 1843, Mr. Gumey, the short-hand writer, was 
desired to send without delay a short-haud writer to Ireland, for the 
purpose of reporting, for the information of the Government, the speeches 
delivered at public Repeal ^Meetings in that part of the Kingdom. Mr. Gurney, 
on the 29th September, selected and despatched to Ireland, Mr. Frederick Bond 
Hughes, to perform this service. 

Mr. Gurney’s charge on this account, from the period extending from the 
29th September to the 20th October 1843, when Mr. Hughes returned to 
London, is 234:1. 185. 6d.-, of which the sum of 45?. was paid to Mr. Bond 
Hughes when in Ireland, on account, to defra)'’ personal expenses incurred 
there, and has been deducted from Mr. Gurney’s account. 

No instructions have been given by the Government to Mr. Frederick Bond 
Hughes. 

Mr. Charles Ross has received the sum of 68?. for a report of the speeches 
delivered at the public Repeal Meeting at Donnybrook, held on the 3d July 
1843, 

This sum of 68?. included the expenses incurred by Mr. Ross in travelling 
to and from Ireland, and the incidental expenses incurred by Mm while 
engaged on this service. 

Mr. Charles Ross was on the 21st August 1843 engaged by the Government 
to report, for the information of the Government, the speeches delivered at 
public Repeal Meetings held in Ireland from the 2.5th August 1843 to the time 
when Parhament might assemble for the transaction of business in 1844. 

His remuneration for this service was fixed at 3.50?., exclusive of travelling 
and other incidental expenses.
